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MEDICAL  OFFICER  S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1964.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/65 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  during  1964  were  in  keeping 
with  those  which  would  be  expected  to  occur  in  a rural  district  of 
this  kind.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  and  no 
case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified.  Amongst  deaths  from  malignant 
disease  a significant  number  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus,  14  males  and  2 females  died  from  this  condition  all  in 
the  age  groups  45  and  over.  Although  it  is  not  known  how  many 
of  these  persons  were  smokers  or  even  heavy  smokers,  the  increasing 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  further  emphasizes  the 
need  for  more  progaganda  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  number  of 
cigarette  smokers  in  the  country.  The  national  trend  of  increased 
deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease  continued  to  show  itself  in  this 
area,  altogether  a total  of  91  such  deaths  occurred  during  1964,  53 
in  males  and  38  in  females,  the  deaths  in  males  tending  to  occur  a 
decade  earlier  than  those  of  females.  During  the  year  under 
review  only  one  death  occurred  from  tuberculosis  and  thus  the 
steady  fall  in  these  deaths  during  the  past  15  years  continues,  for 
example,  in  1950,  23  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis,  in  1951,  17. 
During  the  following  years  the  steady  fall  continued,  and  in  1961 
1962  and  1963,  2 deaths  occurred  each  year.  1964  is  the  first  year 
in  which  only  one  death  occurred. 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  pay  attention  to 
the  housing  needs  of  the  area  and  during  1964,  178  families  were 
rehoused,  68  in  newly  built  houses  and  1 10  in  casual  vacancies. 

Pontardawe  Council  continued  to  carry  out  its  policy  of  grad- 
ually discontinuing  the  small  rural  water  supplies  situated  in  the 
periphery  of  the  area  and  serving  an  increasing  number  of  outlying 
villages  and  hamlets  with  mains  water  from  Swansea  Borough 
reservoir  at  Cray.  In  January,  1964  the  village  of  Rhiwfawr 
commenced  to  receive  Swansea  Borough  water  having  previously

been  supplied  by  several  small  and  not  always  satisfactory  local 
springs.  Later  in  the  year,  Swansea  water  was  extended  to  all  parts 
of  Craigcefnparc,  previously  supplied  from  four  local  sources, 
some  of  which  gave  an  insufficient  supply  during  periods  of  dry 
weather. 

Two  persons  found  to  be  need  of  care  and  attention  were 
compulsorily  moved  to  County  Council  hostel  accomodation  under 
powers  granted  under  Section  47  of  the  1948  National  Assistance 
Act.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  this  Council  is  very  loathe  to 
use  these  powers  and  does  so  very  infrequently.  However,  the  two 
persons  referred  to  both  adamantly  refused  to  move  of  their  own 
accord  and  would  not  have  survived  much  longer  in  the  very  poor 
conditions  in  which  they  were  living. 

During  1964,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  Council’s  increased 
welfare  powers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (1962 
Amendment  Act)  to  examine  the  possibility  of  starting  a meals  on 
wheels  service  in  the  area.  A sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  was  set  up  and  considerable  progress  was  made  in  iron- 
ing out  the  many  difficulties  which  were  met.  This  Sub-Committee 
was  also  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service.  It  is  hoped  that  their  deliberations  will  bear  fruit  in  the 
near  future. 

I would  again  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  and  also 
the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  helped  to 
maintain  the  services  in  a satisfactory  state.

SERVICES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  again  dealt 
with  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett,  Swansea,  samples 
for  chemical  analysis  including  those  connected  with  air  pollution 
being  taken  to  the  County  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  as  in  past  years.

(b)  Welfare  Services,  Hosptial  and  Ambulance  Services. 

Welfare  Services  in  the  area  are  maintained  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  and  your  officers  work  in  harmony  with  the  County 
Staff  in  matters  affecting  both  authorities.  Hostel  accommodation 
for  aged  persons  continues  to  be  provided  at  the  Danybryn  and 
Gellygron  Hostels  which  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  area. 

The  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee  administer 
the  Clydach  and  Gellynudd  Hospitals  and  also  the  Hearing  Aid 
service  in  the  area.  During  the  year  the  Management  Committee 
in  response  to  a request  by  your  Councill  arranged  for  one  of  the 
twice  monthly  sessions  to  be  held  at  Clydach  alternately  with  the 
one  session  continuing  to  be  held  at  Ynisderw  House. 
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The  new  County  Ambulance  sub-station  at  Church  Street, 
Pontardawe,  was  opened  during  the  year  and  the  use  of  Ynisderw 
House  as  a sub-station  has  thus  come  to  an  end.

SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  : 

The  main  source  of  water  supply  to  the  area  is  the  Cray  Reser- 
voir of  the  Swansea  Corporation  which  is  supplemented  by  add- 
itional supplies  from  the  Council’s  own  springs  and  tanks  These 
are  maintained  by  the  Council’s  Water  Department.  Some  of  the 
tanks  are  used  for  the  storage  of  Cray  water.  Bulk  purchases  for 
the  ye_aJ  ended  31st  March,  1964,  for  industrial  and  domestic  use 
were  778,591,000  gallons.

The  water  supply  of  the  area  in  all  parishes  is  generally  satis- 
factory (i)  in  quality  and  (ii)  in  quantity. 

Samples  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination 
of  raw  and  treated  water  going  into  supply  were  taken  through- 
out the  year  and  results  were  generally  satisfactory. 

(c)  There  was  no  evidence  of  contamination  by  lead  in  any  of  the 

samples  analysed.  y e 

(d)  A piped  mains  water  supply  is  available  to  most  of  the  dod- 
ulat'on  of  the  area  (30,000),  covering  10,000  dwellings  Less 
than  a hundred  dwellings  have  private  supplies  from  springs 
and  wells  and  a few  isolated  houses  still  depend  on  standpipe!

Public  Swimming  Baths  : 

The  open  air  baths  at  Clydach  and  Ystalyfera  continued  in  use 
during  the  summer  months  and  were  well  patronised.  They  are 
maintained  by  the  Rhyndwyclydach  and  Llanguicke  Parish  Councils 
respectively,  the  water  being  continuously  circulated  by  pumping 
through  high  pressure  filters  and  chlorinated.  Samples  were  taken 
from  time  to  time  by  this  Council’s  public  health  inspectors  and 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Development  of  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Schemes.

This  major  scheme  was  taken  a stage  further  during  the  year. 
The  Council  accepted  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  on  the  design  of 
storm  water  overflows  and  to  enage  consultant  reinforced  concrete 
engineers  for  the  detailed  design  of  reinforced  concrete  structures 
and  tanks.  Tenders  were  also  accepted  for  screens  and  tanks. 

(iv)  Ystalyfera  Outfall  Sewer  and  Sewer  Diversion  (£17,964) 
— in  progress. 

(v)  Felindre  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  — in 
preparation. 

(vi)  Fforestgoch  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  — in 
preparation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  my  report 
for  the  year  1964,  in  relation  to  public  health  inspection. 

During  the  year  the  basic  services  for  which  this  section  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  is  responsible  have  been  administered  in 
accordance  with  the  approved  pattern.  It  has,  in  general,  been  a 
year  where  there  have  been  no  major  changes.  The  report  indicates 
together  with  statistical  details  matters  which  are  of  special  interest. 

The  new  Offices  and  Shops  Act  came  into  operation  during 
the  period  and  survey  work  has  commenced.

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

(i)  Direct  Labour  Collection. 

There  were  no  changes  in  collection  frequencies  during  the  year. 
The  arrangements  now  operating  provide  a daily  collection  for  main 
roads  with  a twice  weekly  collection  for  all  other  premises.  The 
comments  made  in  previous  reports  regarding  the  change  in  refuse 
composition  must  again  be  referred  to.  Whereas  in  prewar  years 
ash  formed  the  principal  content  of  refuse  particularly  in  coal 
mining  areas  such  as  this,  post-war  analyses  have  indicated  a re- 
duction in  ash  content  and  an  increase  in  paper,  cartons  and  wrapp- 
ings generally.  Even  where  coal  is  used  as  the  principal  means  of 
heating  or  cooking  householders  have  tended  to  replace  the  old 
type  grates  with  modern  solid  fuel  appliances  which  being  more 
efficient  again  reduce  the  ash  content. 

This  situation  creates  problems  both  of  collection  and  disposal. 
On  the  collection  side  there  is  need  to  increase  the  cubic  capacity  of 
vehicles.  It  may  well  be  that  refuse  vehicles  a few  years  hence  will 
be  equipped  with  shredders  that  will  reduce  the  bulky  materials  to 
friable  proportions  while  collection  is  going  on.  On  the  disposal 
side  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  compaction  of  collected  material  since 
it  is  principally  of  high  volume  and  low  weight.  Increasing  use  is 
being  made  of  mechanical  plant  for  levelling  and  it  may  well  be  that 
the  Council  should  consider  the  acquisition  of  a tractor  vehicle  for 
this  purpose. 

(ii)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Land  reclamation  is  the  only  method  adopted  in  this  area  and  as 
much  control  as  possible  is  exercised  in  disposal.  The  combustible 
nature  of  present  day  refuse  is  such  that  tips  need  to  be  removed  as 
far  as  possible  from  habitations.  The  new  large  capacity  vehicles 
on  order  for  your  Council  will  reduce  the  number  of  loads  to  tip 
per  day  and  so  enable  sites  now  to  be  considered  that  hitherto  were 
uneconomically  outside  travel  range.  Regard  is  also  being  had  to 
an  entirely  new  development  in  the  field  of  refuse  disposal,  namely, 
that  of  bulk  reduction  at  the  disposal  site.  The  system  is  experim- 
ental at  the  moment  but  may  well  hold  advantageous  possibilities 
for  areas  such  as  this. 

During  the  year  tipping  ceased  at  Carregyrafon  Park  in 
Godrergraig  and  the  Patches,  Ystalylera,  opened  as  an  alternative 
site.  The  Cwmllynfell  tip  at  the  Bryn  has  been  closed  and  a joint 
disposal  site  with  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council  opened  at 
Cefnbrynbrain. 
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((iii)  Contracts. 

Contract  collections  are  carried  out  at  Velindre,  Garnswllt, 
Cwmllynfell,  Rhiwfawr,  Cwmcerdinen  and  Tynyberllan. 


b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

Contract  collections  are  carried  out  at  Rhiwfawr,  Cilybebyll, 
Craigcefnparc  and  Velindre.  Ynysymond  Privy  Conversion  Scheme 
now  being  completed,  only  a few  houses  remain  outside  the  poss- 
ibility of  collection  in  this  area.  Most  of  the  areas  at  present 
collected  are  districts  excluded  in  the  immediate  post-war  years 
from  sewerage  schemes  on  the  grounds  of  cost.  Some  twenty 
years  later  it  is  pertinent  to  ask  whether  these  areas  should  not  now 
be  reviewed  and  efforts  made  to  include  them  within  the  existing 
schemes.  The  houses  concerned  are  in  most  cases  sound  and  well 
maintained  and  their  connection  to  main  drainage  is  a matter 
worthy  of  consideration.  A new  scheme  is  proposed  for  Velindre 
When  completed  it  will  do  much  to  reduce  some  of  the  drainage 


nuisance  which  besets  this  delightful  area.

(c)  STREET  CLEANING. 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has  been 
agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county  districts 
and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 


(d)  LITTER. 

Experience  has  shown  that  litter  bins  with  moving  parts  such 
as  lids  and  bases  corrode  quickly  in  heavy  rainfall.  The  Council  s 
approval  of  open  type  litter  bins  with  inner  liners  will  be  an  improve- 
ment on  those  at  present  in  operation.

The  provisions  of  this  Act  were  where  necessary  applied 
during  the  year. 


Rodent  Destruction. 

The  appropriate  table  in  this  report  shows  the  action  taken  in 
each  ward  for  rat  destruction  during  the  year.  The  public  is  well 
aware  of  the  service  available  through  the  Department  and  it  is 
found  that  complaints  from  numerous  sources  are  made  promptly 
to  the  Department  so  soon  as  the  infestations  are  noted.  The 
Department  endeavours  to  be  equally  prompt  in  its  response  to 
these  complaints  for  when  a householder  becomes  aware  of  the 
presence  of  rats  there  arises  an  instinctive  and  quite  understandable 
concern  and  apprehension  until  eradication  treatments  are  comm- 
enced. Rats  are  known  to  breed  prolifically  and  require  three 
things,  namely,  food,  shelter  and  no  disturbance.  Rat  control 
therefore  must  include  a denial  of  food,  a refusal  of  shelter  and 
efficient  treatment.  In  so  far  as  the  first  two  are  concerned  the 
household  can  play  a great  part  by  ensuring  that  food  scraps  are 
not  allowed  to  accumulate  where  rats  can  feed  and  also  by  struct- 
ural work  when  sheds  and  other  buildings  are  erected.  It  is  the 
local  authority’s  responsibility  to  ensure  that  its  premises  are  pro- 
tected and  efficient  and  that  such  places  as  river  banks,  canals 
and  refuse  tips  are  treated  regularly. 

Rat  resistance  has  recently  become  a focus  of  national  interest 
Two  areas  are  known  to  exist,  one  in  Wales  where  rats  are  able  to 
feed  on  poison  bait  which  hitherto  would  have  killed  them.  They 
have  been  found  to  be  resistant  to  the  poison,  warfarin,  which  in 
post-war  years  has  been  so  effective  in  control.  Its  value  lies  in  the 
fact  that  generally  speaking  it  is  a safe  poison  affecting  only  rats. 
There  is  no  evidence  at  this  moment  that  warfarin  resistant  rats 
are  present  in  this  area.  There  are,  of  course,  alternative  poisons, 
some  of  them  extremely  dangerous  due  to  their  effect  upon  human 
beings.  One  particular  poison  which  is  very  effective  against  rats 
is  also  so  toxic  to  humans  and  warm  blooded  animals  that  rats 
killed  by  it  have  to  be  carefully  collected  and  buried.  This  part- 
icular poison  is  not  used  in  this  area.  The  policy  of  non-toxic 
chemicals  for  rats  and  insects  still  applies  in  the  area.  It  is  hoped 
that  there  will  be  no  need  to  depart  from  this  practice.

HOUSING:  REPAIR,  OVERCROWDING  AND  DEMOLITION. 


(a)  Repair. 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  generally  good.  While 
many  of  the  houses  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Swansea  Valley  are  old 
and  of  the  terraced  type,  they  are  in  the  main  owner  occupied.  The 
problem  of  the  absentee  landlord  or  of  the  large  property  company 
which  besets  so  many  of  our  large  towns  is  fortunately  not  apparent 
in  this  valley.  Most  families  endeavour  to  acquire  and  own  their 
own  houses  and  the  Council’s  work  both  in  the  fields  of  small 
dwellings  acquisition  and  improvement  grants  has  done  much  to 
improve  housing  standards.  Where  houses  are  tenanted  and 
defects  are  noted  it  has  been  found  that  landlords  are  prepared  to 
comply  with  your  officers’  requirements  without  the  need  for 
formal  court  action.

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  area  was  registered  as  a 
suitable  premises.  There  is  little  casual  use  and  conditions  are 
well  up  to  standard. 


Caravans. 

The  Caravan  Act  together  with  the  need  for  planning  approval 
gives  a local  authority  a great  deal  of  control  over  these  temporary 
dwellings.  The  problem  in  this  area  is,  of  course,  minimal  and  is 
in  the  main  confined  to  people  who  wish  to  reside  in  a caravan 
while  attempting  to  rent  or  purchase  a permanent  house.  Co- 
operation between  the  appropriate  departments  of  your  authority 
ensures  that  the  difficulties  which  beset  some  authorities  do  not 
occur  here.

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Atmospheric  Pollution. 

It  may  well  be  said  that  there  is  no  problem  of  atmospheric 
pollution  in  these  valleys.  The  heavy  industries  and  the  stacks  which 
once  dominated  the  valley  floor  have  gone  ; taking  with  them  both 
employment  and  pollution.  The  light  industries  which  mat  well 
in  the  future  supersede  them  are  unlikely  to  cause  any  difficulty 
Domestically,  coal  burned  is  mainly  anthracite  having  a very  low 
volatile  content  while  the  remainder  being  bituminous  in  nature  is 
still  from  a volatile  point  within  the  smokeless  limit.  The  rcordings  of 
air  pollution  are  given  below.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  deposit 
matter  is  not  of  general  signifiance  and  indicates  only  sites  where 
the  recorder  has  been  set  up  to  measure  an  extremely  localised 
deposit.

General  Public  Health. 

The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed 
to  refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 

(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  in  part  in  May  of  the  year 
under  review  and  a survey  of  all  premises  has  been  commenced. 
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It  is  unlikely  that  any  serious  problems  will  arise  in  its  administration 
but  the  powers  now  available  will  make  it  possible  to  elevate  the 
conditions  under  which  persons  are  employed  in  premises  that  have 
hitherto  been  outside  the  Department’s  purview.  It  will  be  premature 
at  this  point  to  draw  any  conclusion  from  the  survey  undertaken  ex- 
cept to  report  that  in  general  circumstances  found  were  in  the  main 
satisfactory. 


(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 

This  Act  of  recent  origin  requires  all  persons  keeping  an  animal 
boarding  establishment  to  be  licensed  by  the  Authority.  Your 
Council  has  power  to  lay  down  reasonable  conditions  protecting 
both  animal  and  public  health.  One  application  has  been  received 
and  the  views  and  opinions  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Animals  were  sought.  The  assistance  of  this  body 
in  regard  to  animal  requirements  was  indeed  most  helpful. 


(3)  Telephone  Kiosks. 

During  the  year  your  Council  received  and  considered  a report 
concerning  misuse  of  telephone  kiosks  in  the  area.  Inspections 
were  made  of  certain  kiosks  when  it  was  found  that  they  were  being 
rendered  unusable  by  reason  of  structural  damage  and  otherwise 
As  a result  ol  the  Council’s  subsequent  public  advertisement  and 
press  reports  emphasizing  the  vital  importance  of  kiosks  in  em- 
ergency, it  is  thought  that  the  public  were  made  aware  of  the  need 
for  ensuring  their  protection. 


(4)  Swansea  Valley  Canal. 

This  matter  occasioned  a number  of  discussions  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  during  the  year  and  is  likely  to  be  well  in  the 
fore  for  matters  under  consideration  in  the  immediate  future.  The 
canal  traverses  the  valley  floor  from  Ystalyfera  to  Clydach  a dis- 
tance of  approximately  8 miles.  The  problems  arising  from  its 
existence  are  at  present  twofold.  The  upper  part  of  the  canal  from 
the  Breconshire  boundary  to  Godrergraig,  Church  Road,  carries  no 
water  except  for  those  discharges  which  over  the  years  have  with 
or  without  authority  emptied  into  the  once  full  canal.  This  stretch 
therefore  carries  little  water  and  is  becoming  badly  overgrown 
Discussions  with  British  Waterways,  the  body  responsible  for  the 
canal  have  been  undertaken  during  the  year  and  a meeting  with  the 
national  lepresentatives  has  taken  place  at  Cardiff.  There  is 

nlne°rnH°f  'lhVe  ^ discussions  maY  result  in  a project  to 
pipe  and  fill  this  disused  portion.  ' 
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From  Godrergraig  to  Clydach  the  canal  flows  normally  pro- 
viding industrial  water  to  undertakings  in  the  lower  part  of  the  area. 
This  particular  length  is  also  being  discussed  with  British  Waterways 
and  requests  made  for  improvements  to  be  carried  out  at  certain 
points. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(1)  Milk. 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk  of 
such  sales  are  T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies, 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  de- 
livered for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  effected  con- 
siderable improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put 
out  for  further  collection  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient 
pasteurisation  and  to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

Both  premises  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  were  found  by  them  to  comply  with  the 
Slaughterhouse  Regulations.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  fully  implemented  in  the  area. 
As  well  as  bringing  existing  premises  up  to  standard  and  ensuring 
that  the  standard  is  maintained  steps  are  taken  when  new  food  pre- 
mises are  projected  to  see  that  the  Department  is  involved  at  the  earliest 
date.  It  is  thus  possible  to  ensure  proper  construction  and  design 
from  the  initial  planning.  With  regard  to  the  mobile  shop  it  is 
felt  that  further  powers  are  necessary  if  these  are  to  be  adequately 
controlled  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  new  powers  in  this 
direction  will  soon  be  available  to  help  officers.

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PART  II.— ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

In  accordance  with  the  Agreement  between  this  Authority  and 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  Report  annually  required  is 
herewith  submitted  on  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 


1. — Early  Closing. 

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  exercised  their  legal  right  ot  opting  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  exercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community,  however,  appears  to  be 
well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 


2. — Closing  Hours. 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  operate 
within  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being  invalid  due 
to  incompatibility  with  the  above  Act. 


3.— Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  persons  and  the  conditions  o 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  You 
Employment  Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the  admin- 
istration of  these  provisions. 


4. — Authorised  Officers. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  first  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above 

Act. 
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5. — General  Observations  of  the  Year’s  Work. 

During  1964,  792  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evenings  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general 
it  is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
